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1. The incorporation of essential material in the specification by reference to 
an unpublished U.S. application, foreign application or patent, or to a publication is 
improper. Applicant is required to amend the disclosure to include the material 
incorporated by reference, if the material is relied upon to overcome any objection, 
rejection, or other requirement imposed by the Office. The amendment must be 
accompanied by a statement executed by the applicant, or a practitioner representing 
the applicant, stating that the material being inserted is the material previously 
incorporated by reference and that the amendment contains no new matter. 37 CFR 
1.57(f). 

The specification refers to WO 00/45959 as describing a reflux classifier. 

2. Claims 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 9, the structure of a "reflex classifier" is not defined. Also, 
"other... device" renders the claim unclear and "the plates" lacks antecedent basis. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 

Lind. 

Lind discloses a clarif ier having plural secondary troughs communicating with 
primary troughs on opposite sides, as claimed. 

5. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Streander, Dallas, Walker, Vion, Hellman and Richard. 

Streander, Dallas, Walker, Vion, Hellman and Richard each disclose a clarifier 
having plural secondary troughs communicating with a primary trough, as claimed. 

6. Claims 1, 2 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Meurer. 

Meurer discloses a clarifier having plural secondary troughs communicating 
with primary troughs at each side, as claimed. 

7. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sparham and Schulz. 

Sparham and Schulz each disclose a clarifier having plural secondary troughs 
communicating with a primary trough, as claimed. 
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8. Claims 6-8 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 9 and 10 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The recitation of a separator having an overflow launder in the form of 
secondary troughs for particle overflow communicating with primary troughs at 
opposite sides, wherein the secondary troughs have a raised internal portion 
intermediate the ends patentably distinguishes over the prior at of record.
